The  schedule  at  the  Library  maintains  these  hours  the 
year  around,  namely — -Tuesdays,  2  :00  to  4 :30  o'clock  and 
6:30  to  8:00  o'clock;  Fridays,  2:00  to  4:30  o'clock.  The 
Branch  at  Penacook — Mondays,  3  :00  to  5  :00  o'clock ;  Wed- 
nesdays, 3  :00  to  5  :00  o'clock  and  6 :00  to  8  :00  o'clock. 

During  the  school  year  the  Branch  is  open  at  2 :30  on 
both  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  for  the  benefit  of  the  chil- 
dren of  the  seventh  and  eight  grades  who  come  in  by  bus 
from  Boscawen.  The  Bookmobile  from  the  extension  depart- 
ment of  the  State  Library  visits  both  the  main  Library  and 
the  Branch  about  once  in  two  months.  This  has  been  very 
helpful  but  at  present  only  children's  books  are  brought, 
lack  of  funds  making  it  impossible  to  continue  with  books 
for  the  adults. 

No  money  was  received  from  the  Thornton  Fund  this 
year  for  the  purchase  of  children's  book  for  the  Branch. 
This  was  sadly  missed  as  the  children  are  great  readers. 
Collections  of  books  are  sent  regularly  to  the  Water  Street 
school. 

Both  the  Boscawen  and  Penacook  Congregational  Churches 
enrolled  in  the  Congregational  Christian  Reading  Contest 
and  the  Ezekiel  Webster  Grange  was  assisted  with  their 
reading  club. 

Mrs.  Harold  Goldsmith,  the  librarian,  attended  the  two- 
day  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Librarians'  Association 
at  Manchester  in  May.  Many  of  these  sessions  were  also 
attended  by  two  of  the  trustees,  Mrs.  Glenn  Hall  and  Mrs. 
Joseph  Colby.  Mrs.  Robert  Knowlton,  assistant  at  the  li- 
brary, attended  the  N.  H.  Librarians'  school  at  Franklin, 
N.  H. 

Circulation  for  the  past  year  has  been  divided  as  follows : 
the  Library:   adult   fiction.    1,791;   adult    non-fiction,     407; 
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juvenile  fiction,  2,106;  juvenile  non-fiction,  292;  magazines, 
364.  Branch:  adult  fiction,  2,962;  adult  non-fiction,  416; 
juvenile  fiction,  2,096;  juvenile  non-fiction,  428;  magazines, 
508.  This  makes  a  total  of  11,370  books  and  magazines,  a 
loss  of  423  over  last  year.  Number  of  books  catalogued, 
420;  number  of  gifts,  22;  number  purchased,  398.  There 
was  also  a  gift  of  30  or  more  books  requested  to  be  kept 
at  the  Branch  and  not  catalogued. 

The  trustees  gratefully  acknowledge  the  gifts  of  books 
and  magazines  from  Mrs.  Dorothy  Sanborn,  Mrs.  Edith 
Lynch,  Mrs.  George  C.  Sumner,  Mrs.  Eddy  Tandy,  Mrs. 
George  Putnam,  Mrs.  Mark  Young,  Mrs.  Fred  Butterworth, 
and  Mr.  John  Connor. 

Both  the  Library  and  the  Branch  observed  book  week 
with  interesting  displays  of  books  for  both  children  and 
adults.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of 
Boscawen  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Main  Street  School 
in  said  district  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  March  1950,  at  2:00 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1 .  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to 
be  received  from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with 
other  income ;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen 
the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appro- 
priation, which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  elect  to  approve  of  the  in- 
clusion of  its  officers  and  employees  (other  than  those  eligi- 
ble under  the  Teachers  Retirement  System)  in  the  Em- 
ployees' Retirement  System  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, which  system  is  provided  for  by  Chapter  27- A  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  as  inserted  by  Chapter  183  of  the  Laws  of 
1945,  and  as  provided  by  chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  1945 
and  any  subsequent  amendments  thereto. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  votes  in  the  affirmative  on  the 
preceding  article,  to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty-two  dollars,  eighty-one  cents

appropriate  a  sum  of  $2,000.00  (Twenty-hundred  Dollars) 
to  purchase  a  lot  located  between  Gage  and  Academy  Streets, 
for  a  school  site. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate $3,500.00  (Thirty-five  hundred  Dollars)  for  the  purpose 
of  hiring  a  teacher,  repairing  a  room  at  the  Main  Street 
School  and  equipping  it  with  students'  chairs  and  desks, 
teacher's  chair  and  desk  and  other  necessary  equipment. 

13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  $400.00  (Four  hundred  Dollars)  for  in- 
terior painting,  exterior  painting,  and  shingling  at  the  Water 
Street  School. 

14.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  $500.00  (Five  hundred  Dollars)  for  repair- 
ing slate  roofing  and  molding  at  the  Main  Street  School. 

15.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To   the  School  Board    and   the   Citizens    of  the  Boscawen 
School  District: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  your  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

The  town  of  Boscawen  is  faced  with  serious  school  build- 
ing needs.  The  pressure  of  increasing  enrollment  as  well 
as  the  increasing  age  of  our  existing  facilities  will  soon  force 
the  community  to  take  some  kind  of  action  to  solve  the 
school  building  problem. 

Last  year  a  new  room  was  opened  up  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  Main  Street  School.  The  lights  in  this  room  com- 
bined with  a  fresh  coat  of  paint  produced  a  room  which  is 
superior  to  anything  else  in  the  building.  In  as  much  as 
there  are  still  two  rooms  in  the  Main  Street  School  with 
enrollments  of  approximately  40,  we  will  have  to  take 
emergency  steps  to  solve  our  problem  for  another  year. 
While  it  seems  highly  impractical  to  do  so,  we  will  have  to 
spend  some  money  to  fix  up  the  only  remaining  room  in 
this  building  as  another  classroom  next  year.  The  room  to 
be  repaired  is  a  small  room  on  the  first  floor.  In  as  much 
as  there  are  only  two  windows,  natural  lighting  is  entirely 
inadequate.  The  room  will  need  to  be  redecorated  and  sup- 
plied with  more  lighting  fixtures  in  order  to  give  a  mini- 
mum standard  of  artificial  lighting.  It  is  probable  that  the 
room  will  have  to  be  re-wired  in  order  to  take  the  in- 
creased load. 

With  this  new  room  in  operation  we  will  have  in  the 
Main  Street  School,  rooms  with  grades  as  follows : 

Grade  1 
Grade  2 
Grade  3  &  4  combination 
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Grade  4  &  5  combination 
Grade  5  &  6  combination 
Grade  7 
Grade  8 

New  lights  and  paint  are  also  needed  throughout  the  rest 
of  the  building.  From  any  point  of  view,  educational  or 
sanitary,  it  is  necessary  to  spend  considerable  money  on 
the  installation  of  new  lights,  new  plumbing,  new  furniture, 
etc.  Even  if  new  lights  were  used  for  a  year  or  two,  I  am 
sure  that  the  decrease  in  eye  fatigue  and  the  improvement 
in  the  teaching-learning  situation  would  be  worth  the  ex- 
pense. However,  if  there  is  any  possibility  that  the  town 
will  vote  to  build  a  new  building  at  any  time  in  the  near 
future  it  does  seem  impractical  to  put  a  great  deal  of  money 
into  any  of  the  schools. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  dwell  upon  the  extreme  age 
and  condition  of  our  buildings.  It  is  true  that  we  could 
go  on  using  the  buildings  for  a  number  of  years,  but  I  am 
sure  that  most  parents  are  not  willing  to  do  this  without 
major  renovations.  Even  the  major  renovations  of  lights, 
plumbing,  redecorating,  etc.  do  not  take  care  of  the  need 
for  more  playground  space,  more  natural  lighting  in  our 
rooms,  a  cafeteria,  shop,  home  economics  room,  playroom, 
or  auditorium. 

As  we  are  now  organized,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  op- 
erate a  school  lunch  program.  Since  our  income  tax  dollars 
are  used  to  support  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture Program  and  the  National  School  Lunch  Program 
there  is  no  reason  why  we  cannot  give  our  children  the  same 
benefits  as  children  throughout  the  country  are  receiving 
now.  Nearly  all  up  to  date  school  programs  make  extensive 
use  of  audio-visual  aids.  Without  a  play  room,  auditorium. 
or  insulated  class  room  equipped  with  dark  shades  it  is 
difficult  to  carry  out  an  adequate  visual  education  program. 
At  the  present  time  we  have  no  room  large  enough  for  this 
program,  or  equipment  for  this  program. 
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It  would  take  considerable  time  to  go  on  and  point  out  all 
the  deficiences  in  our  present  program.  I  think  it  will  suf- 
fice to  say  that  our  buildings  may  have  long  since  outlived 
their  degree  of  maximum  usefulness.  There  have  been  so 
many  improvement  in  the  standards  of  education,  so  many 
improvements  in  school  building  construction,  so  many  im- 
provements in  school  lighting,  school  furniture,  etc.  that  our 
buildings  have  become  greatly  outmoded.  Old  school  houses 
and  old  automobiles  are  somewhat  alike.  In  the  course  of 
ten  years  there  are  so  many  improvemnts  in  automobile  de- 
signs that  a  car  becomes  inefficient.  Similarly  a  school 
house  approximately  100  years  old  cannot  possibly  be  ex- 
pected to  house  a  modern  educational  program. 

If  we  are  to  give  our  children  even  the  minimum  advan- 
tages shared  by  the  majority  of  the  children  in  the  nation 
today,  we  must  face  the  fact  that  we  have  got  to  spend  a 
large  sum  of   money   for  renovations,  or  new  construction. 

It  is  natural  for  us  to  be  cautious  over  the  great  expense 
of  new  buildings.  However,  I  am  sure  that  our  forefathers 
who  built  the  present  buildings  were  faced  with  a  problem 
equally  as  great.  The  sturdy  pioneers  of  Boscawn  left  us 
a  valuable  and  treasured  heritage.  I  do  not  believe  that 
the  people  of  Boscawen  will  willingly  allow  their  children 
to  continue  to  attend  substandard  schools. 

In  the  school  warrant  for  this  year  is  an  article:  "To  see 
if  the  School  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
$2,300.00,  (twenty-three  hundred  dollars)  to  purchase  a  lot 
located  between  Gage  and  Academy  streets,  for  a  school 
site."  I  sincerely  hope  the  voters  in  Boscawen  will  take 
favorable  action  on  this  and  will  call  a  special  meeting,  or 
at  their  next  annual  meeting  follow  up  this  action  with  a 
definite  proposal  to  build  a  building.  According  to  the 
best  estimates  of  school  architects  today,  it  will  cost  ap- 
proximately $15,000.00  per  room  to  build  a  new  building. 
This  will  mean  $120,000  expense  if  we  are  to  build  a  single 
unit  large  enough  to  house  our  present  enrollment.     In  fact 
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one  of  our  old  buildings  may  well  have  to  be  continued  in 
use  for  overflow  purposes.  It  may  be  that  the  town  will 
want  to  embark  upon  only  a  part  of  this  building  venture 
at  one  time.  It  could  be  completed  at  a  later  date  along 
with  the  construction  of  a  playroom,  cafeteria  or  auditorium. 

Whatever  the  solution  to  our  school  needs,  the  voters  are 
faced  with  a  momentous  decision  which  will  influence  the 
town  for  a  long  period  of  time.  We  need  the  interest  and 
support  of  every  citizen.  Every  one  should  become  familiar 
with  the  condition  of  our  present  buildings,  what  an  ade- 
quate school  program  is  like,  and  what  can  be  done  to  achieve 
that  program. 

Like  all  problems  of  this  nature  there  is  no  one  perfect 
solution.  It  is  never  possible  to  have  complete  unanimity 
of  opinion  in  regard  to  a  community  problem  of  this  nature. 
However,  the  solution  can  and  will  be  solved  democratically 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  majority  of  the  voters. 

Let  us  not  allow  minor  differences  of  opinion  handicap 
another  generation  of  Boscawen  children.  We  in  New 
England  can  no  longer  stand  on  the  laurels  of  an  honored 
tradition.  We  have  for  so  long  been  standing  in  the  glorious 
achievements  of  our  forefathers  that  we  now  find  ourselves 
eclipsed  by  the  progress  of  other  areas  in  our  country.  Only 
clear  vision  and  a  strong  faith  in  the  future  can  pull  us 
out  of  the  shadow. 

I  want  to  thank  the  School  Board,  the  teachers  and  the 
voters  of  the  Boscawen  School  District  for  their  help  dur- 
ing this  school  year.  We  must  all  work  together  to  secure 
the  best  education  for  our  children.  I  deeply  appreciate 
the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  school  board 
and  citizens  of  Boscawen.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  committee  elected  last  year  to  continue  the  study  of 
consolidating  schools  and  to  study  site  plans,  and  construc- 
tion of  a  new  plant  submit  the  following  report. 

We  have  met  at  various  times  with  the  school  board  and 
have  been  confronted  with  the  serious  problems  which  exist 
at  the  present  time — extremely  crowded  rooms  and  very  poor 
lighting  in  the  majority  of  rooms,  more  particularly  the 
Main  Street  School. 

The  third,  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades — now  in  two 
rooms — seem  to  be  the  most  crowded  and  this  condition 
will  likely  continue  unless  some  action  is  taken  to  relieve  it. 
The  enrollment  next  year  is  estimated  at  75  for  the  above 
mentioned  grades.  We  find  this  condition  can  be  avoided 
by  repairing  and  opening  a  room  which  is  now  vacant. 
This  will  facilitate  the  use  of  three  rooms  for  the  above 
grades  and  give  each  room  an  approximate  enrollment  of 
twenty-five  pupils,  and  still  allow  room  for  additional  pupils 
if  the  need  arises. 

We  also  find  that  all  rooms,  with  exception  of  one,  are  in 
great  need  of  painting  and  better  lighting. 

The  study  of  site,  plans,  and  construction  has  been  con- 
tinued with  some  progress  being  made  along  these  lines,  but 
as  yet  no  definite  figure  has  been  obtained  from  any  one 
architect. 

As  to  site,  one  party  was  contacted  but  to  no  avail,  since 
the  sale  of  land  would  jeopardize  his  property  and  business 
carried  on  there.  Another  site  between  Academy  Street 
and  Gage  Street  has  been  investigated  by  the  committee.  We 
find  that  this  site  composed  of  three  different  lots  of  land 
can  be  purchased  for  $2,000.00.  An  article  has  been  placed 
in  the  Warrant  to  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  these 
lots. 


BOSCAWEN    TOWN    REPORT  67 

We  have  made  a  study  of  building  construction,  being 
greatly  assisted  by  Mr.  Paul  Farnum  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  A  most  constructive  talk  was  presented  by  Mr. 
Farnum  in  January  and  the  following  information  was  ob- 
tained from  his  experience  with  other  communities — a  one- 
story  flexible  building  of  the  types  we  have  discussed  would 
cost  a  minimum  of  $15,000.00  a  room.  After  considerable 
study  of  the  size  of  construction  of  a  new  plant,  we  find 
that  a  school  of  eight  rooms  for  eight  grades  would  be  ap- 
propriate for  our  conditions.  This  building  should  have 
the  following  characteristics  —  one  floor  construction  and 
built  so  that  additional  rooms  could  be  attached  should  the 
need  arise.  It  should  have  all  modern  lighting  facilities, 
adequate  artificial  lighting  for  dark  days  as  well  as  glass- 
block  walls  and  steel  frame  windows  for  adequate  natural 
lighting. 

After  summing  up  the  figures  given  to  us  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  we  find  that  the  approximate  cost  of 
this  type  of  building  would  be  $120,000.00.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  there  are  no  funds  available  from  state  or  federal 
sources  for  constructing  schools. 

After  making  considerable  study  of  the  conditions  of  the 
present   facilities    we   recommend    the    following : 

1.  That  the  vacant  room  at  Main  Street  School  be 
painted  and  equipped  to  as  near  standard  as  possible  and 
a  teacher  hired  for  that  room. 

2.  That  all  rooms  needing  paint  and  lighting  changes 
shall  have  them. 

3.  That  a  committee  be  elected  to  continue  the  study  of 
site,  building  plans,  costs,  etc.  and  that  they  submit  a  report 
on  or  before  the  next  annual  meeting.

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  taken  at  your  annual  meeting 
an  audit  and  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Penacook 
&  Boscawen  Water  Precinct  has  been  made  by  this  Division. 
This  consisted  of  an  examination  of  the  books  and  records 
for  the  period  from  1942  to  1948,  inclusive.  The  records 
which  were  available  for  the  audit  were  as  follows : 

1942-1943— Book  record  only. 
1944 — Book  record  and  supporting  vouchers. 
1945-1948 — Book     record,     supporting     vouchers     and 
treasurer's  checks. 

Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  arc  included  as  part  of  the 
report. 

Exhibit  A — Comparative  Balance  Sheets: 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  for  the  ten  year  period  end- 
ing December  31,  1948,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A.  As  in- 
dicated therein  the  Net  Debt  of  the  Precinct  increased  dur- 
ing this  period  from  $2,385.49  to  $88,232.99. 

Exhibit  B — Statement  of  Outstanding  Indebtedness: 

A  statement  of  outstanding  indebtedness,  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1948,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B.  Indicated  therein 
is  the  original  amount  and  date  of  each  issue,  the  dates  on 
which  principal  and  interest  payments  are  due  and  the  an- 
nual maturities  of  principal  and  annual  interest  payments. 
As   shown   by   this   statement   there    were    outstanding   long 
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term  serial  notes  amounting  to  $78,000.00  on  December  31, 
1948.  The  total  interest  on  these  outstanding  notes  to  date 
of  final  maturities  will  amount  to  $9,281.25. 

In  addition  to  the  long  term  notes  there  was  a  temporary 
loan  in  the  amount  of  $11,000.00  outstanding  on  December 
31,  1948.  which  was  due  in  1949. 

Exhibit  C — Summary  of  Serial  Notes  and  Bonds  Issued  and  Paid: 

In  Exhibit  C  there  is  shown  a  detailed  account  of  each 
issue  of  notes  or  bonds  from  1933  to  1948,  inclusive.  The 
date  and  amount  of  issue,  term  of  notes  and  payments  made 
thereon  are  indicated. 

Exhibit  D — Classified  Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures: 

A  classified  summary  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  Precinct  for  the  fiscal  years  1942  to  1948,  inclusive,  is 
contained  in  Exhibit  D. 

Exhibit  E — Proof  of  Treasurer's  Balance: 

Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance,  as  of  December  31,  1948, 
is  indicated  in  Exhibit  E. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Classification  of   Accounts: 

During  the  period  under  review  no  book  was  maintained 
for  the  classification  of  expenditures.  In  order  to  arrive 
at  the  figures  as  presented  in  Exhibit  D,  it  became  necessary 
to  classify  each  voucher  as  it  was  checked,  inasmuch  as  the 
cash  book  simply  recorded  the  vouchers  and  checks  in 
numerical  order. 

Water  Accounts  Receivable: 

The  accounting  system  for  controlling  water  rents  receiv- 
able, while  adequate,  had  not  been  properly  maintained. 
This  was  principally  due  to  the  absence  of  dates  in  recording- 
credit  entries.  For  this  reason  it  was  impossible  to  accurate- 
ly determine  the  amount  of  accounts  receivable  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1948.     The  day,  month  and  year  should  always  be 
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indicated  when  payments  are  credited  on  the  individual  ac- 
count cards. 

Cash  Book  for  Treasurer: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Precinct  Treasurer  maintain 
a  cash  book  in  which  each  individual  water  rent  or  other 
collection  should  be  recorded  separately.  From  this  book 
postings  may  be  made  to  the  controlling  water  rents  re- 
ceivable accounts. 

Precinct  Budget: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Precinct  adopt  the  use  of 
a  budget  which  will  be  similar  in  form  to  the  Town  budget. 
The  classification  of  revenue,  expenditure  and  appropriation 
items  in  the  budget  should  be  the  same  as  in  the  accounting 
system.  There  should  be  three  columns,  besides  the  item 
column,  on  each  of  the  revenue  and  expenditure  sides  of 
the  budget.     These  would  be  headed  as  follows:
